PRESIDENTS MESSAGE. 


This day at 12o' clock, the President of the 


United States transmitted to both Houses of 
Congress the following Message, by Mr. Jo- 
seph Jones Monroe, his Secretary. 
fellow Citizens ofthe Senate, 


and ofthe House of Representatives : 
At no period of our political existence had we 


so much cause 
to felicilnte ourselves at the 


prosperous and happy condition ofoai «■ 
■ 
«"iitry. 


The abondant fiuils of the earth have lilted it 
with plenty. 
An extensive and profitable com- 


merce has greatly augmented 
our revenue. 


The public credit has attained an extraordinary 
elevation. 
Our préparations for defence, in 


case of future wars, from which, hy the expe- 
rience of all nations, we ought not to expect to 
be exempted, are advancing, under a well di- 
gested system, with all the dispatch which so 
important a work will admit. 
Our free 
go- 


vernment, founded on the interest and aflnc- 
tions ofthe people, has gained, and is daily gain- 
ing strengh, local jealousies are rapidly yield- 
ing to m<re geneiou», enlarged and en light- 
ened views of national policy. 
For advai.ta- 


les so numerous 
and highly important, it is 


oi.r duty to unite in grateful acknowledgments 
to ihßt omnipotent Being, from whom they 
are derived, and. in unceasing prayer, that he 
will endow 
us with virtue 
and strength to 


maintain and hand them down, in their utmost 
purity, to our latest posterity. 


I have the satisfaction to inform you, that 


an arrangement, which had been commenced 
hy my predecessor, with the British govern- 
ment for the reduciion of the naval force, by 
Great Britain and the U. Stales, on the lakes, 
has been concluded ; by which it is provided, 
that neither party shallkeep in service on Lake 
Champlain more 
than one vessel: on Lake 


Ontario, more than one; and on Lake F.rie, 
and the upper lakes, more than two ; to be arm- 
ed, each with one cannon only ; and ihatall 
the other armed vsesels of both parties, of 
which an exact list is interchanged, shall he 
dismantled. It is alto agreed, that the force 
retained shall be restricted, in its duty, to the 
internal purposes of each parly : and that the 
err«nj:enient shall remain in force until six 
months shall have expired after notice given by 
ene of ihe parties to the other of its desire that 
it ihould terminate 
By 
this «arrangement. 


Useless expence, on both sides, Bnd what is of 
still gi eater importance, the danger of collision,

I have the satisfaction also to state, thai the 


Commissioners, under the fourth article of the 
treaty of Ghent, to whom it wasreferred to de- 
cide, to which party the several is'onds iti the 
tëa\ ofPassair.aquoddy belonged under the trea- 
ty uf one thousand seven hundred and eighty 
three, have agreed in a r»port, by which all the 
Islands in the possebsion of each parly before 
the late war have been decreed to it. 


The commissioners acting under the other 


articiesof the treaty of Ghent, for the settle- 
ment of boundaries, have olso been engaged in 
the discharge of their respective 
duties, but 


have not yet completed them. 


The difference which arose between the two 


governments under that treaty, respecting the 
right of the United Slates

f.-h on the coast of the British provinces, north 
of 0(1 limits wbich bad been secured by the 


treaty of one thousand

hundred and 


eighty three, is still in negotiation. 


The proposition made by this government, 


to extend to the colonies ofGreat Britain the 
principle of the 
convention of London, 
by 


which ihe commerce between the ports of the 
United States and B 'uish pons in Europe had 
been placed on a tooling of equality, has been 
declined by the British government. 


This subject having been thus amicably dis- 


cussed between the two governments, and it 
appearing that the British government is un- 
willing to depirt from its present regulations, 
it remains for Congren to decide, whether they 
will make uiiyother regulations, in consequence 
thereof, for the protection and improvement 
of '«or navigation. 


The negotiation with Spain for spoliations 


on our commerce, and the settlement of boun- 
daries, rem.ined 
essentially, in th.. slate 
it 


held, hy ihe communications that w«-re made 
to Congress by my predecessor. 
It 
has been 


evidently the policy of the Spanish government 
to keep the negotiation suspended, and in this 
the United 
Slates 
have acquiesced, from an 


amicable 
disposition towards Spain, 
and in 


the expectation that her government would, 
from a sense of justice,finally 
accede to s,icl« 


an arrangement as would be equal between the 
parties. 
A disposition has been lately 
shewn 


by the Spanish government to move in the ne- 
gotiation, which has heen niet hy this govern- 
ment, and, shjuld the conciliai"!y and friend- 
ly policy, which has 
invariably 
guided our 


councils, be reciprocated, a ju-l and satisfacto- 
ry arrangement rn»y be expected. 
.It is proper 


to rem irk, ihul pu p«.,p..silion has yet been 
madefrom which such a result can be presumed. 


It was anticipated, at an early stage that the 


contest between Spain and the colonies would 
become interesting to the United States. 
It 


was natural that our citizens should sympa- 
thise in events which affected their neighbors. 
It seemed probab'e, also, that the prosecution 
of the conilrct, along our coast, and in contigu- 
ous co-j.iirici, would occasionally interrupt our 
commerce, and otherwise effect the persons 
and pi operty of our citizens. 
These anticipa- 


tions have been realised. 
Such injuries have 


be. n received from persons acting under tilt} 
authority of both the parties, and for which 
redress his, in most instances been withheld. 
Through every stage of the conflict, the United 
States hive maintained an impartial neutrality 
giving aid to neither of the parties in men, mo- 
ney, ships or munitions of war. 


They have regarded the contest, not in the 


light of an ordinary insurrection or rebellion, 
but as a civil war between parties nearly equal, 
having, as to neutral powers, equal rights. 
Our 


ports have been open to both, and every article, 
the fruit of our soil or of the industry ofoar citi- 
zens, which either was permitted to take, bus 
been equally free to the other. 
Should theco- 


Innies establish their independence, it is proper 
now 
lo state, that this 
government neither 


seeks, nor would accept, from them any advan- 
tage, in co mmcice or otherwise, which will not 
be equally open to all other nations. 
The co- 


lonies will in that event, become independent 
stales,: free from any obligation to or connec- 
tion with us, which it may not then be their in- 
terest to form on the basis of a fair leciprocity. 


In the 
summer of the present year, 
«n ex- 


pedition was set on foot against East Florida, 
by persons claiming to act under ihe authority 
of some of the colonies, who took possession of 
Amelia Island, at the mouth if the St Mary's 
river, near the boundary of the stateof Georgia. 
As this province lies eatsward of the Mississip- 
pi, and is bounded by the United States and 
the ocean on every side, and has been a subject 
of negotiation with ihe government of Spain, 
as an indemnity for losses by spoliation, or in 
exchangefor territory ofequal value, westward 
of the Mississippi, a fact well known to the 
world, it excited surprize, that any countenance 
should be given 
lo this measure by any of 


the colonies. 
Asit would he difficult to recon- 


cile it with the friendly relations existing be- 
tween the United States and the colonies, a 
doubt was entertained, whether it had been 
authorized by them, or any of them. 
This 


doubt has gained strength, by the circumstan- 
ces which have pnfolded themselves in the pro- 
secution of the enterprise, which have marked 
it as a mere unauthorized adventure. 
Project- 


ed anil commenced with an incompetent force 
reliance seems to hnve been 
placed on what 


might be drawn, in defiance of our laws, from 
within our limits ; and of late, as their resour- 
ces have failed it has assumed a more marked 
character of unfriendliness to us ; the Island 
being made a channel for the illicit introduc- 
tion of slaves from Africa into 
the United 


States an asylum for fugitive sl«ves from the 
neighboring states, and a port fur smuggling 
tif every kind, 


A similar establishment was 
made, at an 


earlier period, by persons of the same descrip- 
tion, in the Gulph of Mexico, at a place called 
Galvestown, within the limits of the United 
States, as we contend, under the cession of 
Louisiana. 
This enterprise has been marked, 


in a more signal manner, by all the objectionnt 
circumstanced winch characterized the other, 
und more particularly by the equipment of pri- 
vateers which have annoyed our commerce, 
anil 
by smuggling. 
These establishments, if 


ever sanctioned by any 
authority whatever, 


which is not believed, 
have abused tlieic trust 


and forfeited all claim to consideration. 
A just 


regard for the rights and interests of ihe Uni- 
ted Slates reqoiced th-t they should be sup- 
pressed and order- have been accordingly is- 
sued le that effect. 
The imperious consider- 


ations which produced this measure will be 
explained to the panics whom it may, in any 
degree, concern. 


To obtain correct information on every 
ob- 
ject in which the U. S. aie interested ; L.> in- 
spire just sentiments in all persons in authori- 
ty, on either side, of oor friendly 
disposition, 


so far as it may comport with 
all impartial 


neutrality ; and to secure proper respect to our 
commerce in every port, and from every flag, 
it has 
been thought prnper to send 
a ship of 


war, with three distinguished citizens, along 
th.; sou I hern coast, with instl tiction to touch at 
such ports as they m «y find most expedient for 
their p'lrpiises 
With the existing authorities, 


with those in the possession of, and exercising 
the sovereignly, must the communication 
be 


held; from them alone can redress for past 
injuries, committed by persons acting under 
them, be obtained ; by ihem alone can the com- 
mission of ihe like, in future, be prevented. 


Our relations with the other powers of Eu- 


rope have experienced no essential change since 
the last session. 
In our intercourse with each, 


due attention continues to be paid tc the pro- 
tection of our «commerce, end to every other 
object in which ihe United States are interest- 
ed. 
A strong hope is entertained, that by 


adhering to the maxims of a just, a candid and 
tiiendly policy, we may long preserve amicable 
relations with all the powers of Europe, on 
concilions advantageous and honorable to our 
Country.

In the present state of the treasury, the whole 


of the Louisiana 
debt may be redeemed in 


the year one thousand eight hundred and nine- 
teen ; after which, il the public debt continue.

ded. Until the year one thousand eight hundred 
andtwenty-five, when the loan of one thousand 
eight hundred arid twelve and the stork crea- 
ted by funding Ireasirty notes, will be redeem- 
able.

'Ihe policy which dictated the establish- 


ment of a permanent residence for the national 
government, and the spirit in which it 
was 


commemed and has 
been 
prosecuted, show 
that such improvement was thought worthy the 
attention of this nation, 
lit central position, 


between the northern and southern extreme» 
of our Union, and its approach to th« west at 
the head of a groat navigable river, which in- 
terlocks withthe western waters, prove the wis- 
dom <>f thecouncils which establishedit. 
No- 


thing appears to be morereasonable and proper, 
than that convenient accommodation should 
be provided, on a well digested plan, for the 
heads ofthe several departments, and for the 
attorney general; and it is believed that the ( no- 
lle ground in ihe city, applied to these object', 
will be fourni amply sufficient. 
1 submit this 
subject to the consideration of Congress, that 
*uch further provision may be made in it, as lo 
them may seem proper. 


In contemplating ihe happy situation ofthe 


United States, our attention is drawn, with 
peculiar interest, t.i ihe surviving officers aid 
soldiers of our revolutionary army, who so emi- 
nently contributed, by their 
services, to lay 


it» foundation. 
Most ofthose-very meritorious 


citizens have paid the debt of nature and gone 
to repose. 
It is believed, that among the sur- 


vivors, there are some not provided foe by exist- 
ing laws, who are reduced lo indigence, and 
even to real distress. 
These men have a claim 


on the gratitude of their country, and it will do 
honor to their country to provide for them. The 
laspe of a few years more, and the opportunity 
will be for ever lost ; indeed, so long already ha» 
been the interval, that the number to be bene- 
fited by any provision which may be made will 
not be great. 


It appearing in a satisfactory manner that 


(he levenue arising from impnstsand tonnag», 
and from the sale of the public lands, will be 
fully adequate to the support of the civil govern- 
ment; of the present military and naval esta- 
blishments, including the annual augmentation 
of the latter to the extent provided for, to tho 
payment cf the interest on the public debt, and 
to the extinguishment of it at the times autho- 
rised, witheut ihe aid of the internal tex»<, I 
consider it my duty to recommend to Coi gross 
their repeal. 
To impose taxes, when the pub ie 
emergencies require them, is an obligation of 
the 
most sacred character, especially with i 


free people 
The faithful falfilmeat of it is 


among the highest proofsof their virtue, si d 
capacity for 
self government. 
To dispense 


with tares, when it may be done with perfect 
safety, is equally the duty of th»ir repre.mo- 
tives. In this instance we have the sati.faction 
to know that they were imposed when the de- 
mand was imperious, and have been snstoincd 
with exemplary fidelity. 
I have 
to add, that, 


however gratifying it may be to me, regard- 
ing the prosperous 
and happy condition 
of 


our country, to recommend the repeal of these 
taxes at this time, I shall nevertheless he atten- 
tive to events, and should any future emergen- 
cy occur, be not less prompt to suggest such 
m. asures and burthens, 
as may then 
be re- 


quisite and proper.
